teries of Cannon and one of Mortars, which have 
mot yet begun to fire: This confirms the Acccusts 
we bad that they have buc little Powder, and chac 
they contrive to husband ic veil. Ona the 
Hand, the Artillery cf the Citadel makes a contiau- 
al Fire, am kills them a great many Men. Prince 
Eugene's Infantry being very much diminifh'd and 
fatigu’d, he has defir’d and recciv’d a Reinforcetent 
of 9 Battallions from the Army of my Lord Mai |bo- 
rough.
